Principles and proceedings fo hainous 
are to be attributed only to the artifices 
evil counfels of corrupt minilters ; 
to fufpe& princes themfeilves of them, 
would be derogatory to the refpet due 
to them. 

After the preceding faithful reprefen- 
tation of the King’s condud, and that 
ef the King of England, Elector of Ha- 
nover, all Europe, and efpecially Gere 
many, may eafily judge of the difference 
ef the intentions of thefe two princes, 
and itis hoped that they will impute the 
blaine of the confequences of this war to 
thote only, who, in contempt of all 
Jaws, and all rules, have again taken up 
arms to hinder the conclufion of it. 

This is the caute of all fovereigns, but 
efpecially that of the empire; it being 
the bad faith of the Hanoverians which 
has retarded the fuccets of the King’s o- 
perations for rettoring the peace of Ger- 
many: and their unjult and violent pro- 
ceedings, both towards the King and 
the Duke of Brunfwic, are a frefh breach 
of the public peace, and of the treaties 
of Weftphalia. 

The King will omit nothing to ace 
quit himtelt of what he owes to his dig- 
nity, injured by the outrage done him 
by the covrt of Hanover. As to the 
Germanic body, his Majefty wil! redou- 
ble his eflorts for preferving it from the 
pew dangers with which it is threaten- 
ed; and suifl the engegements he has

Death and character of Maribal 
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the’ King of Pruffia, who was impatient 
to engage with the: Auitrian army under 
Count Daun. 

But cool and crafty. general af- 
fected to decline an engagement, and 
leemed even to retire before the King. 
He never halted two days in one place, 
till the roth of Ostober; when he fe 
cured himtelf in a ttrong camp, oppo- 
fite to the Pruffian army; which was 
exceedingly animated, and eager tor the 
expected conflict. A courier was dif- 
patched to M. Keith, who had gone on 
an expedition to fcour the country oF 
any parties beloneing to the enemy, 
one of which he encountered on the 
r2th, difperfed it, and took their com- 
inanding officer prifoner. 

About five in the atternoon of O&. 13. 
the Marthal arrived inthe camp ; where 
he found the army in order of battle, 
oppofite to that of the Auftrians. The 
King concerted with him the plan of o- 
peration, aud gave him the ‘command 
of the right wing; at the fame time ear 
neitly predling him to take a little reft : 
“ for,” faid he, “ you will need all 
your vigour to-morrow;”’ alluding to 
the intended attack of next day. 

Count Daun, however, prevented the 
execution of the King’s purpofe, and, in 
a very dexterous manner, furprifed the 
Pruthan intrenchments by four in the 
morning. In order to deceive themy 
he detached a number of men int6 an 
adjacent wood, and commanded them 
to fell timber with an uncoatmon noile. 
At the fame time, when his forces were 
in motion, he ordered the tents to be 
left ftanding. The Count had fevesal 
Saxons in his army, of whom he di- 
patched a party forward, clothed in the 
Pruffian uniform, to reconnoitre the fi- 
tuation of the centinels. Untuckily t®o 
Saxon centinels were poited at the very 
extremity of the Proflian lines. As they 
were walking from the limit of the 
bounds adligued them, they were feized, 
difarmed, and a guard fet ower them, at 
the very time when the Aullifans were 
xttnding themfelves. ‘lhe v- 
yiform, and the darknefs of the wialr,

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thofe who had been furprifed, cried, as 
ufual, Isall well?’ thefe aniwered, 
6¢ All is well.”

"T ‘Hough I wrote you fome time in 

May from this place, J] cannot 
but again acquaint you of what happen- 
ed in July betore Ticonderoga, vz. 
The whole army under Gen. Abercrom- 
bie’s command, which confifted of a- 
hout provinctals, 6000 regular 
troops, with a body of rangers, light 
infantry, and Indians, about 2000 in 
number, fet out in batteaux trom Fort 
William Henry, end of Lake George, 
early in the morning of July 5. tor Ti- 
conderoga. The army landed at the 
cnemy’s advanced guard upon the 6th, 
about eight in the morning, without 
any oppolition, the enemy having aban- 
doned their camp with precipitation, 
though naturally very ftrong, and it 
had tikewile the advantage of a log 
breaftwork. Their panic was fo very 
creat, that they left theircamp 
mg, with all the baggage they had, 
as alfo all their provitions, and fome 
hootheads of wine. Their terror was 
fu very wnaccountable, that fome of 
their officers even lett their filver-hilted 
iwords lying vpou their camp-tables ; 
ali whah became a prey to our irregu- 
bars. 

The army that afiernoon marched to 
iwvelt Ticonderoga ; on which march 
our ivrepalars and light infantry fell in 
with a body at the enemy conliing of 
g00, feat trom the tort to obferve our 

1Ollons, and to annoy us as we pafied 
thronch the wood, which was extreme- 
ky ditlicult, from its thicknett, and its 
being fo full of creeks and iwamps. 
However, the enemy's body of obterva- 
were cither killed or taken priion- 
ess an than hale an hour, fo that 
mot more than five or fix made their e- 
feape. in this fhirmish, Lord Howe be- 
ing in the front, and rathing up to the 
enemy, was untortunately thot dead on 
the pot.

Neverthelefs, the General acted 
as he fhouid do; that is, he wanted 
that the engineers fhou'd be certain 
of what they told him with regard to 
the lines ; fo that, in order to gain this 
great point, he fent them out aggin to 
take as near a view of the lines as pol 
fible, early in the morning of the 8th, 
with a proper efcort. They returned, 
and confirmed their former intelligenet. 
Upon which a council of war was im- 
mediately called, wherein it was una 
nimoufly determined to attack the ene 
my in their lines, covered with the cat 
non of their fort. 

The piquets of the army, with the 
grenadiers, were ordered to begin the 
attack ; and in the mean time the whow 
army advanced to fuftain the piquets and 
grenadiers.

If you reflect buta 
little on thefe many ob{tacies thrown in 
our way, you will! ealily fee, that the 
forcing the enemy’s lines was abfolut ely 
impracticable. The whole weight of the 
fire tell upon the regolar troops, but our 
regiment fuffered more than any other. 
J have teen men behave with courage 
and refolution betore now, but to much 
determined bravery can be herdly e 
ualled in any part of the hittory of an- 
cient Rome. They did not mind their 
fellow-foldiers tumbling down about 
them, but {till went on undauntedly. 
thofe that were mortally wouud- 
ed, cried aloud to their companions, 
not to mind or lofe a thought upon 
them, but to follow their officers, and 
charge the enemy, and to mind the ho- 
vour of their king and country. Nay, 
their ardour was fo very extraordinary, 
that they could not be brought oi while 
they had one fingle fhot remaining. In- 
deed they paid dearly for their intrepidi- 
ty. The remains of the regiment ‘had 
the honour to cover the retreat of the 
army, and brought off the wounded. 
We had teven officers killed on the 
ipot, and poor Major Campbe!] died 
of his wounds. Befides the killed, 
had 19 officers wounded, 6 pa 
killed, and 13 wounded, 4 drummers 
killed, and 2 wounded, 180 rank and 
file killed, and 253 wounded. Several 
have died fince, and are fill dying of 
their wounds.

be carried out of his houfe to the guard, 
or if they muit go, he would go along 
with them; and accordingly, though 
the corporal defired him to keep his own 
houfe, faftened upon them, and went 
with them to the guard ; and that they 
were put into the room where gentle 
men-prifoners are commonly put, aod 
that no blow was exchanged betweet 
them and the foldiers in the guard. 

It was pleaded, inter alia, tor the pro 
fecutor, That it was culpable in the 
Lord Provoft, to order the foldiers to 
enter 2 man's houfe, without a written 
warrant, or a peace-oflicer to dire 
them. To which it was anfwered, 
That if a riot had happened on the 
ftreet, the guard would have feized the 
rioters without any order of 2 mgr 
trate; or if a difturbance had happet 
edyin any houfe near the guard, and the 
mob had gathered about it, if no mp 
{trate was at hand to give an order, the

prote@ion of the law and its civil offi- 
cers would come too late: That not 


long ago a geitleman of fafhion would’ 


have been murdered, as he was in fact 
moit grievoufly wounded, if the foldiers 
of the guard, upon the alarm given, 
without any order, had not come to 
his reliet, and faved his life, by breaking 
up the door of the room where he was 
locked in: and, That the neceflity of 
fuch cafes difpenfes with the forms of law. 

Another point was debated thus, 

For Mr Wightman.] “ The profecu- 
tor has reafon to think, that after Mr 
Montgomery, and the other pannels, 
were ferved with a copy of the indict. 
ment at his inftance, a precognition was 
taken in the council-chamber of Edin-

miffed. There can be no proceeding 
More inconfiftent with ftri@t juitice, with 
the nature of impartial evidence, and 
the forms of procedure in this court, 
than for a party arraigned before your 


on, met with Mr James Montgomery, 
one of his lawyers, and with William 
Alfton and John Davidfon, his agents, 
he thewed thema Tift of the perfons who 
he had been informed could prove the 
different parts of his defence. Thefe 
gentlemen were truly furprifed, that 2 
profecution of this nature thould have 
been attcmpred againft the Provoft, 
when the cireumftances of the drunken

For Prowoft Montgomery.) ‘ That no 
reflection, as to this matter, may ftick 
againft gentlemen of fair reputation and 
public ay who have been employ- 
ed as agents for the Provoft, it is pro- 
per that the plain faét fhould be avow- 
ed, and juftified. 

' The fa&t truly was, that when the 
pannel, a few days before the trial came

perfon wir. 
came toth¢co where Mr 
Davidfon happe. wudentally to be 
prefent ; and upon difcovering that he 
was cited for the profecutor, he was 
likewife difmiffed, without anfwering a 
queftion. 

His Majefty’s Advocate, for the pu- 
blic, every judge in the kingdom, and 
every party who apprehends himfelf 
wronged, has a right to take a precog- 
nition, by calling upon perfons who are 
fuppofed to know the truth, and taking 
down’ their ¢xamirations, fometimes 
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upon oath (xv. 2g2.], iu writing. This 
practice aniwers two moft excellent pur- 
pofes. It points out the evidences, by 
which the guilty are brought to condign 
puniihment, and frequently prevents 
groundlefs profecutions, by a difcovery, 
to the public conductors of fuch trials, 
that there is no foundation for the 
charge, or that a fufficient defence 
would be proved. And if the profecu- 
tor in this cafe had taken fuch a precog- 
nition, to ferve ia place of his own in- 
formation to his counfel, it cannot be 
believed that he would have becn advi- 
fe, or even duflered, to perfit in the 
profec tion. 

If then fuch precognitions are lawful 
ond right, in order to aid a prolecutor 
to frame his indi&tment, and conduct 
his proof; fhall it be maintained, that 
the accufed has no right to inguire, by 
all lawtul ways and means, how he 
fhall prove his innocence? And how 
can that poffibly be done, but by fuch 
means as were uled in this cafe, by con- 
verling with and inquiry of thofe who 
are fuppoled to have been {pe@ators of 
whit pafled? To aifirm that this is il- 
legal, is indeed to arraign the common 
fenfe and liberty of mankind — It is fay- 
ing, in fo many words, that although 
the court allows the pannel an exculpa- 
tory proof, yet he muft not inquire, 
who are the witneifes who can excul- 
pate him, or what they know of the 
matter. But, fays the profecutor, you 
mult make no inquiry after you are fer- 
ved with an indictment. This will make 
no difference in the cafe: for how fhall 
one, who [as was Prov. Montgomery's 
cafe} is not in cultody, or upon bail for 
trial. know that he is to be indiéted, or 
of what crimes he is to be accufed? 
And becaule the profecutor thought pro- 
per rafhly to bring this profecution, 
Without any previous precognitian, in 
order to fhow if he could iupport his 
comlatnt; thall the pannel therefore 
be debarred from the common juftice of 
2 modJeft inquiry, in order to prove his 
defence?” 

But no judgment was given upon 
thefe points: for the diet was deferted 
againft the Provoit, Dec. 27. and he 
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was fimpliciter difmiffed from the bar, 

With regard to the other pannels, the 
faldiers; the following interlocutor was 
pronounced, Jan. 8. 1759. “ The 
Lords —— find the libel relevant to ip- 
fer the pains of law, againit the pannels, 
or any of them, in fo tar as it charges, 
that they, or any of them, atter having 
entered the profecutor’s houle in confe- 
quence of orders libeiled to have been 
given by Robert Montgomery, Ef}; late 
Lord Provott of Edinburgh, command- 
ing a party of the guard torepair to the 
profecutor’s houfe, to fearch tor, feize, 
and apprebend him, and ail thole who 
fuould be found in company with him 
in faid houfe, and commit them pri- 
foners to the guard, did, without any 
juit caufe, abufe and maltreat the profe- 
cator, or thofe in company with him, 
in the way and manner Jibelled, either 
in the profecator’s houfe, or in the flreet, 
or in the guard-room; or that they, or 
any, or one or other of them, were 
guilty, ators, art and part, in the fore 
faid faés found relevant ; but allow the 
pannels to prove all facts and circum: 
{tances alledged in their defence for cx 
culpation or alleviation of the fats 
charged upon them, as above found re- 
levant; and remit the panouels, with 
the libel, as found relevant, to the 
knowledge of an affize.”” 

The depofitions of the witnefles were 
then taken ; after which the proof w2 
fummed up on the part of the profeci 
tor by Mr Alexander Lockhart, and on 
the part of the pannels by Mr James 
Burnet; and the following verdict was 
returned next day, viz. “ The affiz 
—by a majority of voices find, That 
Alexander Miln corporal, commanding 
officer of the party, is guilty, art and 
part. in abufing and maltreating the 
profecutor, and fome of thofe in come 
pany with him, by not silowing

Accordingly the foldiers were inftant- 
ly affoilzied ; but with regard to Cor- 
poral Miln, his counfel craved to be 
heard on the import of the verdict ; to 
which the counfel for the profecutor a- 
greed. Both were heard Jan. 22.; af- 
ter which the Corporal was alfo aifoil- 
zied.

Pablifoed in the Scots news-pape s about the mid- 

dle of December 1758. 

My Dear, 

His is to acquaint you, that Iam yet living; 
and I do think there is not on earth a more 
remarkable inftance of the mercy and goodneds of 
God, than has been thewn in my prfervation. 
airived in India the 1sthof Augult 1753, and 
agreed to go mate alongwith Capt. Hugh Kennedy, 
an old comrade of mine in Virginia. I will be 
particular in this my firft voyage, and 1 hope 
you will caufe what follows to be put in the news- 
papers, that all concerned may have a tue and 
impartial account of the fate of their friends and 
relations. 

Our fhip was about goo tuns burden, manned 
with 100 Lafears, or black failors, and navigate 
by a captain, four mates, and a gunner, Euro- 
peans. We took on board 500 merchants, and 
other paflengers, going to pay their yearly devo- 
tions at Mahomet’s tomb at Mecca, and failed 
from Surat in India the roth of April 1754, with 
@ cargo on board valued at about 200,000 |. Ster- 
ling, for Moco and Jodda in the Red iga, with 
2 good wind, and on che 1 Sih at noon, we found 
ourlelves in Jat. 15 N. and long g- tothe weft: 
ward of Surat. At one after noon, (may God 
preferve me from the tke fight for ever), we ob- 
ferved a imoke coming up through the deck in 
the pulley or foreca ‘le. We immediaccly got 
the fore hatches off. to fee where the fire was: 
but the flame having vent, burit out with fuch 
rage, that is burnt both the fecond mate's thirt 
and tronférs. and mine; and having got held of 
her main-flay fai), in five minutes communicated 
itigif to che rigging and ali the {ails in the thip. 
Our boats were all on board but the longboat, 
and ou: rigging being on fire, we couid make no 
ule of the tack es to hoift them out. The Lat- 
cars all ron aft from the flames, and affiftance 
had we pone. I went down to tlic powder-room, 
which was by aft, with the cunner, to heave the 

owder overboard and whillt we were throwing 
tout, J onferved the lomghboat cur adrift by the 
failors, which we. the: nly profpeét we had of 
life: on which account F went up to the deck, 
and told the captain, thet, as the fire was fo 
violent, we had now but two choices, to burn or 
drown. with bis ufval calannefs, told me, 
be bad me Swim farihes In Virginia than to 


the longboot; and as it was death to Pay on 
board, I might yet reach her, and fave bin and 
the reft of the huropeans. J wok a cutlace ia 
my mouth, and dire@ly jumped overboard. At 
that time the fire had got the length of the quar- 
terdeck, with fuch violence, that ne body durft ro 
nigh it. Phad {0 far to fwim, I was obliged to 
quit the cutlace, and fwim for my life. 

At reaches the longboat; and going to 
ufe my amhorny, though was beloved by the 
failois, they foon let me know it was at an end; 
and told me, Did I not {ee 3 or 400 people fwim- 
ming towards the longboat? that olready the was 
full; that they left the:rown fathers and brothers 
to perth, and could J think they would return w 
take n five Infidels, on whofe account Mahomet 
had burnt the fhip? and though they fthouldy 
would not every one ftrive to pet in his own re- 
lations, by which they would all perifh? I told 
them, we had neither water nor provifions of any 
kind on board, nor a compals to fteer by; that 
we were 200 leagues from the neareft lan’, part 
of the coaft of Malabar. But my remont{trance 
fignified nothing ; they were refolved to purfue 
tor at with oars, being ninety-fix fouls on board, 
of which cight were black Roman Catholics, 
The thip blew up about eight ar night, wth a 
nuife Lee thunder, and every foul on boatd pe- 
rifhed. Hugh Kennedy, the coptain, was bro. 
ther to [David Kennedy of Kirkmichael in the 
fhire of } Air. John Short, the fccond mate, 
was fometime a commander at Minorca. Joba 
Richardfon, the third mate, was a Yorkfhice 
man. William Campbell, the fourth mate, was 
(fon to John Campbell of Welwood in the thire 
of Atr, nephew to Dr Alexander Camphcll phy- 
fician, and brother to Mr John Campbell furgeon, 
both in the town of | At. The gunner was na- 
med Hamilton, a Scots gentleman's fon. 

We rowed forty cight hours towards the coat 
of Malabar, and then gave over. IT dcfired them 
to take their turbands, being Moors, and fliteh 
them together with fome rope-yarn cut of the 
longboat’s cable, for (ails, and lath the cars to- 
gether for mafls; which they did with 2'l expe- 
ditwon; and being a fide-wind. and fair weather, 
we went always two or thee knots. But from 
the want of fleep (condudt ng the boat by the fin 
in the day, and the ilars by night) I enwed the 
death of my ihipasates who were burnt or drowned, 
We were never hungry, but ovr thirlt was ex- 
treme. The feven h day our throats and tongves 
fwel'ed fo that we {poke by figns. Oa that day fous- 
teen dicd, and almoft the whole company became 
filly, aad began to die laughing. I petitioned 
God earnefily to continue my fenfes to my end; 
which he was pleated to do, being the daly per- 
fon the eighth day that had them. On that day 
twenty more died; and on the minth Ifp ed land; 
which fight overeame my fenles, and 1 fell into 
a fwoon with thanktalnefs and joy. When T re- 
covered, took the helm, and ticered in for the 
land, and ran into a bay between two rock&. ay 
cleven o'clock ip the moruing, ten. kagues 
to the fouthward of Goa, a Poi guele felilermene 
Ue vpon 
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upon the coat of Malabar. The natives were 
Gentods or Pagans, who ufed us very civilly. 
They took all the black people out of the boat 
firlt, that were alive, and when I looked round, 
ten jay dead in the boat. Fifty got alive to fhore, 
of which Iwas one; twenty dicd in two cays 
more; and only thirty of us got to Bombay, 
having sso miles totravel, naked, in the heat 
of the fan. T was taken care of in Bombay by 
the Englith government, who allowed me 50 
supees (which is 61 5s.) per month for my faf- 
tenance, being juft enough to live on there. 

I recovered in fix months, and went mate of 
another fhip to Africa and Ethiopia, and return- 
ed to Bombay without any accident. went a- 
gain in the thip to the freights of Molucca ; 
where the Mallayans cur cif tie moft part of 
our crew in the night: however, the captain and 
J were faved, and, with the remainder of the black 
failors, we got the {hip home to Bumbay. 

i went the mext voyage with the iane captain 
to Bengal, and arrives there juft as the Moors 
came to beficge tt. We fought the thip oll we 
could fight no longer, the ceptain being Killed, 
myfelf aod the reft of the mates wounded !n ma- 
ny places) Wehadon board twenty-fix Euro- 
pean ladies, that Acd to our thip for protection, 
when the town wastekea by the Moors, You 
have beard, fuppofe, of the cruel matlacre of 
thofe that remained in the town [80.}. I cut 
my cable, and run down ihe river, having three 
Moo.ith forts to pais. The ladies were in the 
hold an fafety ; but the mot of my Lafcars, or 
black failors, were killed, and I received a fhot, 
which took me in the head, and fhattered my 
feull: but blood and boaes I tied up all rogether, 
having a Beogal doctor cn board, one Gray, a 
Scotfinan ; and having pailed ai! the forts to the 
month of the river, mry wounds threw me into 
afever; and then I made this will and power, 
which J here inclofe yor. When I recovered, I 
yeturned to Bombay, and continued in the cam- 
mand of the thip; and Lave ima’e feveral fuccell- 
ful voyages bace: but finding my beelih decii- 
sing, L propete to returm home in the fummer 
r~5g; though I nced never want 2 command in 
India through the intereft of the Bengal ladics,

French chymufts (which he takes to be in a great 
meafine afficted) he endeavours to fupply ; he 
{peaks befides of the difcoveries of other modern 
chy mifts, as Pott, Margraaf, and others. 
Among the tranflator’s remarks there are feveral 
of the critical Kind, which appear to be made with 
Jcarning and fagacity. He is bebolden to M. 
Langins, profeilor of mathematics at Hall, for 
fome additions which Dr Juncker hed made to 
his book, as appears by a letter of the {aid pre- 
feifor inferted in the 6th volume; as likewite for 
the fupplement at the end of the fame, concera- 
ing the volatile vitriolic acid, the way of obiain- 
ive it from the fulpbur of vitriol, its theory, ute, 
and divers expersments made with it, with fome 
remarks. ‘This acid is the ame fpoken of im ma- 
ny places of the work, as the univerfal acid; but 
the inflawmmab’e principle which is united with it 
in the moft minute mulecula, by the moderate 
tion of fire, renders this acid volatile, and conie- 
quently communicates qualities to it, which ren- 
ders it different both from the fubflance from 
whence it is drawn, aud from the vitriolic acid 
ifelf. 

Memuire fur la theatre de C. Scribontus 
rio. Par M. le Comite de Cay?xs. 

The Count divides this memoir into two parts. 
In the firft he makes fome general refie€tions on 
the mechanics of the ancients; in the fecond he 
gives an orderly explanation of the theatre of 
Curio. 

There was one thing in the mechanies of the 
ancients really admirable. ‘i hey applied it rea- 
dily to the tranfportation of moft enormous malies 
and di3 not at the fame time look upon the ope 
ration as any thingextraordinary. Fremthsim 
difference in all their accounts, we may, fays {ne 
Count, juftly conclude, that the whole was dune 
at very little expence. The pompous 
which the moderns have always been obliged 
prepare for the raifing any weighty bodies, dws 
that the ancients went quite another way to work; 
elf national vanity would have been ample inthe 
defcription, asthe Holy See was in the cafe of 
raifing the great Hgyptian obeli&k under Sixius 
when the engineer Fontana was conunanded to 
publith a large folio, full of copperplate engree 
vings, defcribing his machinery, for the 
tion of poilerity. 

M. de Caylus goes on with a kind of panegys 
tic on the celebrated Roman artift, Nichoias & 
baglia, excellent in thefe latter days fur ihe force 
anu fimplicity of his machines, a maa, the per 
fect model of antiquity in another refpedt, the 
cerity of his manners, and a moft noble dilnter 
citcdneis. He paints him juft fach as he appr 
ed to the eyes of his countrymen, who tt 
ther efteem of him in his fepulchral epii api 
This Zabagtia contrived an extraoidinary 
for raifing the blocks of another obelitk, whieh 
Benedict XIV. ordered te be drawn out of obiee- 
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ity, and ereéted in a proper place, for which 
abfolutely refufed any recompente, and 
dicd the next year, aged 96. 

As to the theatre of Curio, itis a work of which 
no explanation has been given before. Daniel 
Barbaro, in bis notes on Virrnvius, and the Mar- 
quis Scipio Maffei, in his Verona illufirata, has 
owned the difficulty of conceiving the idea of this 
machine of Curio. It was two theatres, which 
turned upon hinges, ready to form into one am- 
phitheatre, which would hold fixty thoufand per- 
fons, fufpended in the air; and open and fhut, as 
it were at the word of command, repent?, Lays 
Pliny, the only one of the ancients who has {po- 
ken of this wonder. M.le Comte de Caylus gives 
the plan, the defign, ufes, and mechanical raéio- 
nale of it. We thould mutilate the whole by en- 
deavouring to give our readers any juit notion of 
this flupendous piece of art; though we mult fay, 
it feems dificult to add any thing to the precifion 
with which this nobleman has executed his ardu- 
ous attempt. 

As for C. Scribonius Curio, he has left the 
character of a bad fubject of the commonwealth. 
He was for taking part in the revolution, of which 
Cafar was at the head, being a man of moft de- 
teftable manners; and his theatre, though a ma- 
{terpiece of mechanics, was a very fooluh projet. 
Curio’s father dying, his prodigal fon reloived 
upon honeuring his funeral with a kind of /di, 
which could not but ruin his family, without any 
thought of the rifk the people of Rome mult run, 
who thould be mad enough to venture themicives 
within his whirling amphitheatre. Pliny has 
fome fevere reflections upon this vain imuation of 
the Afiatic luxury.

This piece, which has carried the prize propo- 
fed by the Peter{burg academy, on the fubj ct of 
the caufe of electricity, is written by a fon of the 
famous Profeffor Kuler, member of the royal a- 
cademy of fciences of Berlin, of which this young 
gentieman is now alfo a member. 

The author confiders the ather of Sir [faac 
Newton as the fource of all cleétrical force and 
virtue. According to him, a body becomes ciec- 
trical, as foon as the axther has been difcngaped 
ordnven from its pores, even in the finalielt 
quantity; and in this privation, or at leaft in this 
diminution of the quantity of ather wherewith 
the interflices of bodies are filled in their natural 
flate, itis, that eleétricity alone coniiils; to that 
all the various phanomena til«reof arile out of a 
difconeertion of she equilibrium of this clattic 
fluid; and heexplains them all, one after another, 
by a very fimple theory.

An excellent work was written in the Englith 
Janguage many years fince, with the fame title 
as this, by the late Lord Molefworth; nor is our 
modeft anonymous auihor’s pe: formance va- 
luable, though the is confidered under a 
quite different point of view. ‘1 bis gentleman, 
who, it appears, isa native of Swifierland, will- 
ing to fatisfy his curiofity as to a form ef governe 
ment and reign which attrad ihe attention of Hur 
rope, aflures his friends, to whom his epililes are 
addrefied, that he had relided but a very thore 
time in Denmark, before he became allonithed 
at the moderation with which affairs are admuni- 
flered there. “* Strangers,” fays he, “ who know 
nothing of this kingdom but by hearfay, are apt 
to fancy that deipouim prevails here: Anodious 
name at belt, and wholly incompatible with f 
mild a government. ‘Chis ] alert upon thorough 
conviction, and having examined the matter tho 
roughly, end with the impartiality 1 wate 
to con®ince others, 

The Danes enjoy at this time the incitimable 
happinefs of being poverned by a monarch, who 
is no leds their father than ther fovercign; and 
what more precious bicfling can beaven bettow 
ver. nation, than a peaceable and benevolent 

ino? 

The code which has been fo long in full force 
all over Denmark and Norway, was pwblibed by 
Chriftan V. who with great widom reduced te 
one body the laws which had been received before 
his time. Nothing can be more timple and 
ter conceived thao theie laws. “The code is divie 
ded into fix books. ‘The iff treats of the prac- 
tice or rules of their courts ; the 2d, of their ec- 
clefiaftical government ; the 3d, of offices; the 
ath, of the mariume law; the sth, of bargains 
and faies; the Oth, of delinquencies and penal- 
tics. 

It is moft aflonighing, to fee fuch fpirit of 
mildne(s and humanity run through the whole, 
fuch arrangement aud dilpelition for abridging 
fuits, and faving colts and ume. In Denmark 
all civil prosecdings ave managed entirely in wri- 
ting, and it is uniy the tribunal of Norway that 
admits of pleadings; the iuvereiyn conrt 
ccs without any eppeal, executor immediately 
takes ploce, and the cofts are fettied by the judges: 

Criminal proceiics are managed much m the 

ame matces; the acculed may 
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the fupreme court; and, in capital cafes, the dead 
warrant mult always be Ggned by the King bim- 
felf. 
In cafes of homicide and Jimits of lands, the 
law prefcribes an extraordinary court of eight per- 
fons, to examine the matter upon their oaths, 
called Saudemaend, or men of truth; much like 
eur Englifh jurymen. 

The Danes have alfo a law at leaft equivalent 
to the famous Habeos corpus, which the Englith 
fo jultly value as the fureft bulwark of their hiber- 
tics It is this: “ No perfon hall be committed 
to prifon, unlefs he has been actually furprifed in 
the perpetration of a crime which faubjects him to 
Capital or corporal punifhment; or unleis he has 
coufelled it in open court, oF has been found guil- 
ty upon a fair thal, And every accuied person, 
upon giving fecuity, is free to leave the court, 
snd go and make the neceflary preparations for 
bis detence.” 

And, finally, it is a thing very remarkabie and 
fingular, that, under this government, delinguen- 
cies which affect the prince, as difloyalty, and 
malverfation of his finances, are punithed more 
gently than injuries done to particular perions. 
What can he more oppofite to defpotifm? Yet 
fuch is the fpirit, the genivs of the Danith laws. 
The fovereign is invelled with an abfolute autho- 
rity, but the laws will have fuch authority abifo 
lutely direéted to hinder oppreffion, and to prefe:ve 
a balance between the feveral bodies of the ftate.

The {é- 
cond treats of inflruments proper for meafuring 
time, whcrein an account of the moft ancient chro- 
nometers is introduced, with the progrefS of clock. 
work from the fourteenth to the fixtcenth centu- 
sy. The application of pendulums to clocks, the 

iavention of the dpiral ipring, repeating work, 
and the manner in which it has been brought to 

rfe€tion by the author's father. A defeription 
of M. de Pafiemant’s moving {phere, in the French 

King’s clofet, the computations for which took 
up twenty years labour. The third part fhews 
the ule and application of vasious horologica! ma- 
chines, to hycraulies, aftronomy, navigation, geo- 
graphy, &c. Ta the fourth part is fhewn the way 
of regulating clocks and watches; with directions 
for chufing watches, wearing, and having them 
cleaned. Seycral ways of conitrv@ing a meridian, 
with the uf of it in ferting clocks and watches. 
An account of the equation of time, and how a 
titnic-keepey may be regulated by the fixed ftars. 
The fith part Several of le Roy’s 


inventions, as clocks with one whed only, 
clocks with a double fCeping, watches without 
friction, cc. 

Diftionnaire biforique, thesrigue, at pratique 
marine; par M. Saverien. 2 vols 8°. Paris. 

Aubin’s marine dictionary has been 
looked upon as the beft of the kind in the French 
tongue; and yet it wants almoft all the gual tics 
requilite to frch a work; itis neither complete, 
methodical, nor written in clear language. 
Saverten, already known by bis mathematical dic- 
tionary, has taken great pains to fupply all thele 
deficiences in this his performance. 1 he princi- 
ples and theory of the art make a confiderable part 
of it; aud in defining the terms all ambiguity is 
carefully avoided, Arter the title-page is a preli- 
minary difcourfe, which ets forth the nature of 
the work, and the plan which the author has cho- 
fen to execute it upon. 

Hifforre de Zexnchie, Imperatrice, Reine de Pal- 
myre. Par M. de Havteville, B. D.C. Paris. 12°. 

The magnificent defiens of the rvins of !’almy- 
ra, lately pudlithed here by Mr Wood, put M. 
de Hauteville upon the refolution of writing the hi- 
ftory of Zenobia, and her hufband Odenatus, both 
fovereigns of Palmyra. He had confulted the 
work of M. de Tillemont: but not fatisfied wih 
what helps he could derive fiom it, he read with 
care all the ancient hitorians who mention Zeno- 
bia, as Trebellius Poillio, Vopifcus, upon 
which ancient monuments he formed his work. 
He divides it into two bocks; of which the fir 
contains the hiftory of this princefS to the death 
of her hufband Odenatus; and the fecond, the 
continuation of her hiftory to her own death. 

The fubjett is undoubtedly worthy of a digni- 
fied hiftorical ftyle; yet, pity it is. this gentleman 
has drefled it up rather im the language of a 10° 
mance, 

It appears, however, from M. de Hauteville’s 
account, that we bad probably never fo much as 
heard of Palmyra, but for Zenobia and Odenalus, 
who gave great umbrage to the Roman cmpirt, 
which, in the end, proved the deftruction of theit 
family, city, and kingdom. Zenobia, after the 
deatli of her hufband, beat the Romans in a fet 
battle, and thereby fecured to bertelt the dom 
nion of the eaft, and extended her conguctts every 
day. She Subdued Egypt, and penetrated into 
Alia Miner, as far as the Bofphorvs. In the 
mid{t of the tumults of war fhe cultivated 
fciences, and the celebrated Longinus taught her 
Greek; whom, from a {.hoolinalter, fre made 
her firft fecretary, and then ber prime mioiller.

The author of this biftory is the Prefident de 
Brole. The learned magiltrate does not confine 
himfeif to an hiftorical lift of voyages to the 
fouthern hemifphere : his main intention is, to 
engage the ftates of Europe in encouraging and 
proteéting fuch as are properly qualified and in- 
clined to purfe further diftovenes in that un- 
known part of the world: A geographical enter- 
prife, the glory of which he acts above ail con- 
quelts whatever. It is therefore to fovereign prin- 
ces that he propofes this objcét of noble emula- 
tion; afluring them, “ that the potentate who 
thal! be tirft able to give his name to the antarctic 
world, will ftand in the highelt degree of fame of 
all fovereigns; for that fuch a fovercign mult, in 
juftice, be conidered, not as the conqucror, but 
as the creator at Jeaft of a fifth part of the world.” 

As molt of the attempis towards the fouthern 
coaft have not hitherto proved fo tuccefsful as 
might be wifhed, the author, in his firft book, 
propofes to have them renewed; but under quite 
ditirent commanders, by jufler meafures, and 
with move exalted views. 

By the Terra Australis he underflands all that 
lies beyond the three fouthern points of Alia, A- 
frica, and America, or beyond the Molucca and 
Celtebar iflands, the Cape of Good Hope, and the 
ftreights of Magellan, to the amount, perhaps, 
of eight or ten millions of fyuare leagues; infilt- 
ing, that it is impoflible, that in fo prodigious a 
Space there be me immenfe continent, 
to counterbalance the vail traéts of land to the 
northward, and poifé the globe in its rotation. 
Throughout this whole chapter the author is care- 
tulto fupport his ideas, by the hiflory of ancient 
and modern emigrations and colonics, and upon 
the moft unnerring principles of political aconomy. 

Before he proceeds to the next book, he diftin- 
guifhes the whole Terra 4u/iralis by three feveral 
names: that fouthward of Afia he calls fia Au- 
ftralis; that beyond Africa, the Cape of Good 
Hope, and Cape Horn, Magellanica; and the 
third, in the grand Pacific ocean, from the mul- 
titude of iflands, he names Polynefia. 

Book 11. contains the difCoveries made to the 
fouthward, during the courfe of the fixteenth cen- 
tury, when Chrittopber Columbus and Americus 
Velputius (ifthey were indeed the firft authors of 
the difcovery) had penetrated into that rich and 
vaft Archipelago, fituated to the weft of Europe, 
even as tar as the grand continent of the New 
World, which, it is like, will for ever bear one of 
their names, and broughs back moft evident proof, 
thet the torrid zone, and the temperate fouthern 
zope, contrary to the fentiments of ancients and 
miidérns, were both habitable, and that the inha- 
bitant® were of the fame fpecies with ourielves. 

This difcovery, as it was a fource of opulence 
to our continent, quickly an of 


emulation for {everal nations of Europe. The 
ambition of conquett, avd ‘the ‘intereft of com- 
merce, made this new world a theatre of valour 
and iadultry. 
The relations of the voyages, and fuceefs of 


the fCveral adventurers, as penned by themfelves, 


have been either publithed for the inftrudtion of 
polterity, or interwoven with the hillory of the 
new world, or depotited in particular archives. 
Our hiftorian, as tar as he was able to procure a- 
ny thing he could depend upon, has brought them 
all together in a chronclogical order, having firlt 
fuppiefled almoft all the furniture of their jour- 
nals, relating to foundings, anchorings, fhoals, 
rocks, winds, variations, amplitudes, &c. which, 
as they fuit his puipofe, he introduces in their pro- 
per places. 

Book IIL. {cts torth the difoveries of the fe- 
venteenth centurye The fceves are much the 
fuinc, but the actors different; lefS infpired by 
glory, but more by gain. As you advance in the 
hittory, you acquire a thoroupher knowledge of 
the New World. The diffrence of national in- 
terefts is a point the hiflorian thinks well worth 
confidering: national vanity has had the chief 
thare in publifhing many uninterefling selations, 
whiltt others of preat moment have been with-held 
from the public, by way of referving to a nation, 
or to a particular company, ad cxclufive privilege 
for coriching thensfelves. 

Book LV. contains the difoverics made fince 
the beginning of the eighteenth century ; among 
which thofe of Capt. William Dampier {tond the 
foremoft. Uhis naviygetor failed twice round the 
globe, the firft time according to the courfe of 
the fun; the fecond, from W.to F. M.de Brofe 
gives him the higheftencomiums. ‘Then he comes 
to Capt. Woods Ropers; and, laftly, to Lord 
Anfon; on whom he makes this particular reflec- 
tion, * that he would not have had fuch horrible 
feas and tempe(ts to contend with, but that he at- 
tempted the paflage of Cape Horn at the very 
worft feafon of the year.” . 

Book V. treats of the means of forming fettle- 
ments in the Terra Aujralis. By way of teply 
to the objections which may probably be brought 
againit the execution of his projeéts, as the re-
